read, and understandable at first plance. 

Yet even 20-20 
drivers should not object to what the optometrists recom­ 
mend. Any easy-to-read sign with a snappy, clear m essage 
is a boon to any driver. Standardizing the shape and color 
of signs has obvious advantages to all motorists.

“Traffic deaths will pile up at a record clip during the 4th 
of July weekend unless drivers use extreme care and leave 
their bottle at home,” the Missouri Highway Patrol Superin­ 
tendent said today. 
‘ With the Independence Day again falling on the week­ 
end.” the Patrol Chief said, “drivers should take note of the 
tragedies that occurred last year during the Fourth and im ­ 
prove their conduct. 
Drinking drivers were involved in traffic accidents th a t 
killed at least 9 people last year in the holiday period from 
6 p.m. Friday, July 3 through midnight Sunday, July 0, when 
the death toll on Missouri’s streets and highways soared 
to 22 fatalities. 
Multiple death automobile accidents accounted for more 
than 50 per cent of the total death toll with 12 people killed 
in 3 of the traffic mishaps that occurred in the period. 
One of the most tragic accidents recorded in 1959, by the 
Highway Patrol, occurred during the Independence Day holi­ 
day. Six people died instantly and 2 were seriously injured in 
the flaming crash of 2 automobiles as a driver towing a boat 
attempted to pass another car and crashed head-on into an 
oncoming automobile. 
Four people were killed in one mishap when the driver who 
had been drinking lost control and ran the vehicle, off th e 
roadway. Two others died in a 3 car smashup. One of the 
drivers in this instance had been drinking. 
‘A fatal Fourth can be in store for the driver, his p as­ 
sengers or other motorists who thinks a ’fifth’ or any other 
bottle of spirits is a necessary part of a vacation trip ,” Col. 
Hugh H. Waggoner said. “The tragedies last year show the 
linal results of driver carelessness including drinking when 
on the road.”

censorships. 
Almost 
one-half the peoples of the earth 
are illiterate, and other millions 
who can read are deprived of facts 
by despots and censors. 


Still, the undertaking is not as 
discouraging as it must have been 
55 years ago when Dean Walter 
Williams, founder of the School of 
Journalism at the University of 
Missouri, 
championed 
the 
first 
world press congress in 1904. It 
simply has a greater sense of ur­ 
gency in our age of missiles and 
nuclear weapons, and hi the midst 
of the wave of nationalism sweep­ 
ing undeveloped and uncommitted 
nations now emerging from d ark ­ 
ness. 
Dean Williams and his contem­ 
poraries did not have airplanes, 
radio, television, wore photo and 
the m any other techniques of mod­ 
ern communication and transporta­ 
tion with which the free press may 


work today. Yet he sensed then the 
necessity of a free interchange of 
information 
between 
nations 
for 
peace, health and happiness. How 
much greater the challenge today 
when it well m ay be a race be­ 
tween the light of truth and the 
infinite darkness of destruction. 
These are problems discussed in 
terms of greater effort through co­ 
operative organization at the 1959 
Press Congress of the World by 
the representatives of some fifty 
free world nations. Missouri was 
highly honored to be host to a 
gathering w-ith such a great des­ 
tiny.—Joplin (Mo.) Globe.

Some of Washington’s most in­ 
fluential Republicans have quiet­ 
ly begun whipping into shape a 
campaign 
to 
nominate 
former 
Secretary of Commerce Lewis L. 
Strauss for vice president in 1960. 
Top strategist of the group is a 
man who has directed several cru­ 
cial drives 
for 
the 
Republican 
party. He is in the GOP echelon 
closest to President Esohhower. 
He is a sophisticated political 
analyst. 
He is w’ell aware that 
this would be the first serious at­ 
te m p t to place a man of the Jew- 
itsh faith on a national ticket. 
Yet 
there 
is 
no 
irresponsible 
adventure in this drive. It is a 
dedicated 
effort 
to 
coliple 
Ad­ 
miral Strauss w-ith Richard Nixon 
as the Republican national ticket 
next year. There is nothing spec­ 
ulative about this report. It is a 
serious move by serious men. 
There is documentary evidence 
of this 
campaign. 
I 
have been 
told in some detail of the letters 
which w ere mailed in the past few 
days to prominent policy m akers 
inside the party. These were fol­ 
lowed 
by 
scores 
of 
telephone 
calls. 
The 
reports 
indicate that 
Vice 
President Nixon 
is 
aware 
of the drive and has done noth­ 
ing to discourage the buregoning 
boom. 
There are authentic reports tnat 
President 
Eisenhower 
has 
been 
told of the move by a group of 
men indignant over the rejection 
of the adm iral by the U.S. Sen­ 
ate. It is known by Mr. Strauss’ 
supporters that Mr. Eisenhower is 
personally eager 
for 
some 
na­ 
tional m ove which would give his 
good friend and aide some world­ 
wide recognition with the im pact 
of a rocket thrust. 
With 
the 
implied 
assurance 
that neither the President nor the 
vice president - as nominal lead- 
eis. 
of 
their 
party 
- 
want 
the 
Strauss boom to die aborning, its 
strategists now are essaying their 
political 
strength. 
Should 
their 
poll show them that such a cam ­ 
paign 
will 
roll, 
they’ll 
make 
it 
pubuc 
with 
all 
the 
skill 
and 
public relations talent for which 
the cam p aig n ’s initiator is famed 
in political circles. Neither he nor 
his colleagues have actually con­ 
sulted with Mr. Strauss on strate­ 
gy. 
They 
have 
told 
him 
what 
they’re doing on their own. 


They believe this 
is the 
mo­ 
m ent most propitious to launch 
such a drive for such a personal­ 
ity who is a m em ber of one of 
the land. They believe the tim e 
has come when only a handful 
will fight them on the basis of 
Mr. Strauss’ faith. They point to 
the certainitv that candidates of 
aontber minority faith will be on 
the national tickets trom now on. 
In Republican ranks the lead­ 
ing contender of a non-Protestant 
faith is Secretary of Labor Ja m es 
Mitchell. He is, of course, a Cath­ 
olic. Mr. Strauss’ prom oters re­ 
spect Mr. Mitchell, though most 
of them disagree with him polit­ 
ically. They believe his policies 
have paralleled 
labor 
too 
fre­ 
quently. 
Secretary 
Mitchell 
a r­ 
gues strenuously and well that he 
has been objective and that the 
labor reform law he has ch am ­ 
pioned was drawn up for the in­ 
terest of all. 
However, it is understood that 
those who prepare to boom Mr. 
Strauss are not interested in b a t­ 
tling anyone. They are devoted to 
the thought that the outgoing sec­ 
retary of com m erce is < 
of the 
nation’s most hard-hitting organ­ 
izers. They believe that he de­ 
serves the nomination on his tal­ 
ents and that a m a n ’s faith no 
longer should be an asset or a 
liability 
or 
even

discussion 
piece in politics. 
There is at least one powerful 
labor force on Mr. S trauss’ side 
—John L. Lewis and his miners. 
Thus not all the backing is from 
political or industrial sources. 
Whatever happens, this 
boom 
will push American politics one 
giant progressive 
step 
forward, 
Mr.

Earl 
Ix>ng's chief political support has 
come from lower income voters. 
The Negroes 
and poorer whites 
have supported him to the limit. 
His brother Huey introduced free 
textbooks in Louisiana schools for 
the first time in h isto ry , and Earl 
devoted 
£52,00.000 received from 
the 
state's 
oil 
lands 
to 
raising 
tearhers’ salaries. 
However, 
m any Negroes 
have 
been knockedoff tiie registration 
rolls in Louisiana recently by the 
White Citzens Councils, and Gov. 
Long proposed legislation to pro­ 
tect them and his other lower in­ 
come supporters.

"Traffic deaths will pile up at a record clip during the 4th 
of July weekend unless drivers use extreme care and leave 
their bottle at home,” the Missouri Highway Patrol Superin­ 
tendent said today. 
‘ With the lndej>endence Day again falling on the week­ 
end," the Patrol Chief said, “drivers should take note of the 
tragedies that occurred last year during the Fourth and im­ 
prove their conduct. 
Drinking drivers were involved in traffic accidents that 
killed at least 9 people last year in the holiday period from 
6 p.m. Friday, July 3 through midnight Sunday, July G, when 
the death toll on Missouri’s streets and highways soared 
to 22 fatalities. 
Multiple death automobile accidents accounted for more 
than SO per cent of the total death toll with 12 people killed 
in 3 of the traffic mishaps that occurred in the period. 
One of the most tragic accidents recorded in 1969, by the 
Highway Patrol, occurred during the Independence Day holi­ 
day. Six people died instantly and 2 were seriously injured in 
the flaming crash of 2 automobiles as a driver towing a boat 
attempted to pass another car and crashed head-on into an 
oncoming automobile. 
lo u r people were killed in one mishap when the driver who 
had been drinking lost control and ran the vehicle off the 
roadway. Two others died in a 3 car smashup. One of the 
drivers in this instance had been drinking. 
A !atal Fourth can be in store for the driver, his pas 
se agers or other motorists who thinks a ‘fifth’ or any other 
bottle of spirits is a necessary part of a vacation trip,” Col. 
Hugh H. Waggoner said. “The tragedies last year show the 
linal results of driver carelessness including drinking when 
on the road.”

The Council advised boat owners 
to see that his boat carries one 
Coast Guard-approved life preser­ 
ver or buoyant cushion for each 
passenger on board. 
“ And be sure,” 
it said, “ that 
only qualified persons operate the 
boat - no m atter how large or 
small the craft is.” 
The Council also warned motor 
isis hauling boats to see that trail­ 
ers and hitches are safe. 
“We expect some 45 million mo­ 
torists on the highways over the 
Fourth.” it said, “ and a faulty 
trailer in that kind of traffic could 
cause a pack of trouble.” 
The Council pointed out that fun-

Males experience a higher death 
rate than females throughout life, 
with the disparity in mortality be­ 
ing smallest at the youngest and 
oldest ages and at its maximum 
during adolescence and early adult 
life, the statisticians report. 
At the preschool ages, the death 
rate for boys is only slightly higher 
than that for girls, but the ratio 
of male to female mortality in­ 
creases markedly with advance in 
age to a high of nearly 2 2-3 at 
ages 15-24. ITiis widening disparity 
in mortality reflects largely the 
numbers of males involved ii} fatal 
accidents, the statisticians say. 
Accidents alone account for near­ 
ly half the mortality difference be­ 
tween boys and girls from 
all 
causes combined at ages 1-4; the 
proportion increases strikingly to 
more than four-fifths at ages 15-24. 
At these ages, the 1955 accident 
death rates for white males and 
white females were 100.8 and 20.1 
per 100.000 respectively. 
Males are at less of a disadvan­ 
tage in the age range from 25 to 
44. but their total death rate is still 
l n 4 times that for females. Acci­ 
dents continue to account tor a 
large part of the excess, but dis­ 
eases of the heart are almost as 
important a factor, the death rates 
from these diseases being 62 6 and 
19.6 per 100,000 for men and wo­ 
men. Another distinctive feature of 
the mortality in this age range is 
the higher cancer mortality for fe­ 
males than for males, the death 
rates being 45.1 and 30.6 per 100.- 
00©, respectively, in 1955. 
The sex ratio of mortality from 
all causes reaches a second peak 
at ages 4.V4M. males experiencing a 
death rate nearly twice that for 
females, and drops back to 130 per­ 
cent. or about that at preschool 
level, in the broad age group 65 
and over. 
“ Inasmuch as heart disease and 
cancer account for the majority of 
deaths at ages 45 and over.” the 
statisticians conclude, “the differ­ 
ence in mortality from these caus­ 
es to a large extent determines the 
disparity in total mortality between 
men and women past mid-life.” 
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the darkness of ignorance. 
To spread the truth around the 
world still is an age-old, herculean 
task. Seemingly, to penetrate the 
far corners of the earth with light 
and understanding is more difficult 
than to penetrate outer space.

It 
simply has a greater sense of ur­ 
gency in our age of missiles and 
nuclear weapons, and hi the midst 
of the wave of nationalism sweep­ 
ing undeveloped and uncommitted 
nations now emerging from dark­ 
ness. 
Dean Williams and his contem­ 
poraries did not have airplanes, 
radio, television, wire photo and 
the many other techniques of mod­ 
ern communication and transporta­ 
tion with which the free press may 


work today. Yet he sensed then the 
necessity of a free interchange of 
information between nations for 
peace, health and happiness. How 
much greater the challenge today 
when it well may be a race be­ 
tween the light of truth and the 
infinite darkness of destruction. 
These are problems discussed in 
terms of greater effort through co­ 
operative organization at the 1959 
Press Congress of the World by 
the renresentatives of some fifty 
free world nations. Missouri was 
highly honored to be host to a 
gathering with such a great des­ 
tiny.—Joplin iMo.i Globe.

How can the free press of the 
free world do more than it now is 
doing to check the spread of ty­ 
ranny.

Some of Washington’s most in­ 
fluential Republicans have quiet­ 
ly begun whipping into shape a 
campaign 
to 
nominate 
former 
Secretary of Commerce Lewis L. 
Strauss for vice president in 1960. 
Top strategist of the group is a 
man who has directed several cru­ 
cial drives 
for 
the 
Republican 
party. He is in the COP echelon 
closest to President Esehhower. 
He is a sophisticated political 
analyst. He is well aware that 
this would be the first serious at­ 
tempt to place a man of the Jew­ 
is h faith on a national ticket. 
Yet there 
is 
no irresponsible 
adventure in this drive. It is a 
dedicated 
effort 
to couple 
Ad­ 
miral Strauss with Richard Nixon 
as the Republican national ticket 
next year. There is nothing spec­ 
ulative about this report. It is a 
serious move by serious men. 
There is documentary evidence 
of this campaign. I have been 
told in some detail of the letters 
which were mailed in the past few 
days to prominent policy makers 
inside tile party. These were fol­ 
lowed 
by 
scores 
of 
telephone 
calls. The reports indicate that 
Vice President Nixon is aware 
of the drive and has done noth­ 
ing to discourage the buregoning 
boom. 
There are authentic reports that 
President 
Eisenhower 
has 
been 
told of the move by a grouu of 
men indignant over the rejection 
of the adm iral by the U S. Sen­ 
ate. It is known by Mr. Strauss’ 
supporters that Mr. Eisenhower is 
personally eager 
for 
some 
na­ 
tional move which would give his 
good friend and aide some world­ 
wide recognition with the impact 
of a rocket thrust. 
With 
the 
implied 
assurance 
that neither the President nor the 
vice president - as nominal lead­ 
e n of their 
party - want tile 
Strauss boom to die aborning, its 
strategists now ar* essaying their 
political 
strength. 
Should 
their 
null show them that such a cam­ 
paign will roil, they’ll make it 
pubnc 
with 
all 
the 
skill 
and 
public relations talent for which 
the cam paign’s initiator is famed 
in political circles. Neither he nor 
his colleagues have actually con­ 
sulted with Mr. Strauss on strate­ 
gy. 
They 
have told 
him 
what 
they're doing on their own. 


They believe this is the mo­ 
ment most propitious to launch 
such a drive for such a personal­ 
ity who is a member of one of 
the land. They believe the time 
has come when only a handful 
will fight them on the basis of 
Mr. Strauss' faith. They point to 
the certainity that candidates of 
aontber minority faith wrill be on 
the national tickets from now on. 
In Republican ranks the lead­ 
ing contender of a non-Protestant 
faith is Secretary of Labor Jam es 
Mitchell. He is, of course, a Cath­ 
olic. Mr. Strauss* promoters re­ 
spect Mr. Mitchell, though mast 
of them disagree with him polit­ 
ically. They believe his policies 
have paralleled 
labor 
too 
fre­ 
quently. 
Secretary 
Mitchell 
ar­ 
gues strenuously and well that he 
has been objective and that the 
labor reform law he has cham ­ 
pioned was drawn up for the in­ 
terest of ail. 
However, it is understood that 
those who prepare to boom Mr. 
Strauss are not interested in bat­ 
tling anyone. They are devoted to 
the thought that the outgoing sec­ 
retary of commerce is na# of the 
nation's most hard-hitting organ­ 
izers. They believe that he de­ 
serves the nomination on his tal­ 
ents and that a man’s faith no 
longer should be an asset or a 
liability 
or 
even 
a 
discussion 
piece in politics. 
There is at least one powerful 
labor force on Mr. Strauss' side 
—John L. Lewis and his miners. 
Thus not ail the backing is from 
political or industrial sources. 
Whatever happens, this 
boom 
will push American politics one 
giant progressive 
step 
forward, 
Mr. Strauss' supporters believe. 
Most likely, it will have the in­ 
direct 
effect 
of 
booming 
Jim 
Mitchell, who will take the nomi­ 
nation if he can get it. Obviously 
Mr. 
Strauss’ 
chances 
are 
not 
good. But the discussion the drive 
will stir will ease the way for 
the nomination of a non-Protes­ 
tant as running mate for the pres­ 
idential candidate. 
The 
Senate 
debate 
over Mr. 
Strauss appears to hava made 
more history than it seemed at 
first.

Ask them to rate their 1st, 2nd 
and 3rd choices on a printed cou­ 
pon that appears in the newspaper. 
But don't list 2U or 30 features 
in mixed 
order.

Then in another subdivision enu­ 
m erate 
the 
“ advice” 
columns. 


including this “Worry Clinic” fea­ 
ture, as well as the medical, fi­ 
nancial and political columns.

more costly poll consists of send­

the subscribers on the basis of 
their age, financial income and 
occupations. 
Suppose you decide to interview 
IOO men. lf ye u wish to follow the 
pate rn that Dr, Gallup originat­ 
ed. you can select 16 men from 
the “white 
collar” 
or 
business 
and 
professional 
group 
(2-car 
families). 
Another 
48 
men 
should 
be 
drawn from the skilled workers 
as labor union members. The fi­ 
nal 36 men should be taken from 
the unskilled laborers. 
In addition to scattering your 
interviews on the basis of their 
financial incomes, also try to dis­ 
tribute them on a pro rata basis 
between farm and city subscrib­ 
ers. as well as occupations and 
residential areas. 
A few hundred properly chosen 
subscribers will thus give a far 
more exact picture of reader in­ 
terests than 10,000 taken at ran­ 
dom , 
In rating features, too, be sure 
to assay their by products. Which 
feature is most often used by the 
schools and churches? Which is 
brought into conversation more 
often at social groups?

his fondness for race-track gam ­ 
bling. It s his greatest relaxation. 
For a good 
many 
years 
Earl 
Long has bet fantastically on the 
races, averaging about 27 races 
a day, with three bets on three 
horses in each race — to win, 
place, and show. 
With most people, Internal Rev­ 
enue 
doesn't 
worry * too 
much 
about betting income. But one of 
Long's political e n e m i e s had 
tipped off the tax agents about 
his gambling 
and 
they 
sent 
a 
squa dof men to check over his 
winnings and losses. Earl had re­ 
ported no income from racing. 
He merely evened off his losses 
against his winnings. 
This, together with the “con- 
trbutions” the governor rereived 
from the Teamsters to repeal the 
right-to-work 
law,

bill, 
all 
came under

scrutiny that Long appealed to 
the Treasury in Washington for a 
delay. 
“This is more than one man 
can take.” he told his nephew, 
Sen. Russell Log, shortly before 
his mental crisis. 
“They’ve got 
12 to 14 men working on me day 
and night. I’ve also got 139 legis­ 
lators 
nagging 
at 
me. 
These 
agents ought to let me alone un­ 
til the Legislatare is over, so I 
can handle 
one 
problem 
at 
a 
tim e.” 
Sen. 1/ongtried to help out his 
uncle by asking Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue 
Dana Latham 
for a delay 
of 
60 
days. 
But 
Latham refused even 30 days, 
“ We would be criticized,” he 
replied. 
Gov. Long had argued lo In­ 
ternal Revenue that the money 
he had received was not bribes 
but contributions for his re-elec­ 
tion campaign. And 
since 
th e 
Louisiana Constitution 
forbids a 
govenor from succeeding himself, 


Long had to figure out some way 
to get 
around 
the 
Constitution. 
Having 
announced 
last 
spring 
that he would run, he called a 
special meeting of the Legisla­ 
ture, and was trying to pass a vot­ 
ers registration bill when he de­ 
livered the speech which caused 
such a furor in Louisiana. 
Like his brother Huey, who died 
of 
an 
assassin's 
bullet. 
Earl 
Long’s chief political support has 
come from lower income voters. 
The Negroes and poorer whites 
have supported him to the limit. 
His brother Huey introduced free 
textbooks in Louisiana schools for 
the first time in history, and Earl 
devoted 152,00.000 received from 
the state’s oil lands to raising 
tearhers’ salaries. 
However, many Negroes have 
been knockedoff the registration 
rolls in Louisiana recently by the 
White Citzens Councils, and Gov. 
Long proposed legislation to pro­ 
tect them and his other lower in­ 
come supporters. The speech he 
delivered in the course of d e e d ­ 
ing

was

and shown on his station at 10:30 
p.m.. after most juvenile viewers 
are in bed.

They want their womenfolk left 
alone.” 
The governor claimed the Ne­ 
gro was getting a bad deal in 
Louisiana.

Mr. Grundy Cooper, as 
fine a man as God ever let live, 
honest, straight, decent. He had

“ We are fighting to keep vio­ 
lence out of the streets of New 
Orleans 
and 
Baton 
Rouge 
and 
we’re not going to let anything 
sotp . us. Don’t let the ambition 
of one man drag us down to ruin. 
That's 
where

we’re gting to stay on

him. We know that peace and 
good will in the South will be de- 
.shoved if we don’t stop this sort 
of thing. We’re going to fight him 
to the death.
